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INTRODUCTION

document - Curriculum Framework for quality Teacher. Education 
that Interaction between the institutional and Community is gaming 
importance in the modern content One can think of several activities 
promoting school community relationship, such as celebration of 
birth day’s of childien, celebration of parent days activating parent 
teacher associations for the welfare of the schools, organisation of 
school and community games, sports and other functions, utilisation 
of community resources for education, understanding the background 
of children, celebration of national days m collaboration with the 
community, environmental education, adult literacy, plantation and 
social forestry 

Likewise, community involvement and school 
development activities may lead to community awareness generating 
competency through community institution interaction activities, 
mobilising community resources for organising literacy programmes, 
environmental education, work education programme, health 
awareness programmes etc It is expected that such activities would 
lead to developing self confidence and initiative among student 
teachers and also develop among them positive attitude towards 
plurality of cultures, with this aim the present programme, 1 e , 
training of Pupil Teachers of B Ed. (Secondary) Part I on Field work 
with the community was organised from 4 th Feb. to 1 l lh Feb., 2004 in 
Pushkar and Pisangan Panchayat Samiti blocks of Ajmer district The 
specific objectives of the programme were ‘ 

1 To acquaint the pupil teachers with the factors of working 
with community 
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2 To acquaint the pupil teachers with the real life problems of 
the community 

3 To develop awareness about meaningful relationship 
between education and community 

4 To develop awareness about decentralised management 
system 

5 To develop among pupil teachers the kills relating to the 
organisation of educational programmes with the 
community 

To attain the above stated objectives the programme was 
organised as per schedule in four phases -

Ajmer District were contacted, such (a) Lok Zumbish 
(b) Shiksha karmi etc 

n) Selection of place for camp - Pisangan Panchayat 

samiti, which is the biggest Panchayat samiti and 
Pushkar Panchayat samiti were selected for the field 
work Two villages from each Panchayat Samiti were 
selected i e Fatahpura and Sabhan in Pisangan 
Panchayat Samiti and Motisar and Surajkund in 
Pushkar samiti. 

m) Organisation of Orientation programme in 

consultation with collaborating agencies at R1E , 

Ajmer 

iv) Organisation of training programme for 7 days m the 
selected villages of both Panchayat samitips 
For effective implementation of the programme the following 
actions/decisions were taken 
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1 In all 70 pupil teachers of B Ed (Secondary) First year 
2003-2004 course were randomly divided into four groups 
Two groups of boys and two of girls 

2 Names of the villages for field work and contact persons m 
the field of various programmes were made known to gioup 
incharges after finalisation of the villages and centres by the 
team 

3 One day onentation programme was organised on 4 2 2004 
at RIE, Ajmer alongwith the field functionaries of Lok 
Jumbish as resource person to discuss all the activities to be 
undertaken m the field 

4 Each pupil teacher was suppose to submit report on one 
activity after completion of training and group Incharges 
submitted the grade list awarded after assessing these 
reports to Programme coordinator.
